A Case For More Light 


One N ebrask a v eterans organization preparing 
to conv ene this week -end has said that it would 
giv e consideration to a resolution protesting the 
gov ernment’s decision to let Japan bring to trial 
G.I. William C. G irard on charges of m an­ 
slaughter in the k illing of a Japanese woman on 
an Army range in Japan. 
It IS an example of the deep and disturbed 
feelings that hav e been aroused throughout the 
nation ov er the action of the adm inistration 
which, to say the least, is one of most curious 
connotations. It raises more the question of ex­ 
pediency than justice and ask s just how far is 
the adm inistration prepared to go to shore up 


its diplomatic front. 
In a Washington today in which the public is 
not always tak en into full confidence on gov ern­ 
m ent action the case of William Girard seems 
to operate in two areas. In the first he was at 
the outset held answerable to the Army for 
committing an act resulting in the death of a 
Japanese who was trespassing on Army property 
^property that is not under the jurisdiction of 
Japanese courts. The simple answer to that 


would seem to be an Army m atter. But in the 


second the act was considered inflam m atory by 
the State Departm ent and in its zeal to ease 
its problems in the Asian area it has successfully 
carried its case to hav e the young man tried in 
Japanese courts. 


Whether this is just or not, the argum ent of 
Secretary of State Dulles that the act of one 
soldier holds the answer of Asiatic tolerance is 
a little thin. It is a far cry, for instance, between 
a questionable death on an Army m ortar range 
and the wholesale slaughter of Hungarians by 
Russian troops. In the light of that, one must 
conclude that Asian intolerance of American 
presence must hav e been in a v ery bad way long 
before young Girard fired the empty m ortar 
shell. And if it was that bad, as Secretary Dulles 
insists, then it is doubtful that the sacrifice of 
one American boy will buy much redemption. 


Such a thought troubles many Americans. If 
it is improperly based then the adm inistration 
owes it to the country to mak e haste with 
ev idence that will mak e its case more logical.

for an opportunity to mak e some recov ery. It 
would lik e, for a change, to produce a full crop, 
and to feel some solid money in its pock et 
again. The Northwest which produces a white 
wheat for which there is a strong dem and and 
no surplus sees no reason why it should not 
grow a sufficient am ount to satisfy the m ark et. 
Both may choose to tak e the calculated risk , go 
for all-out production at a support price of r>0 
per cent of parity rather than to accept sev ere 
acreage restrictions at a support of 75 per cent 
of parity. 
There is nothing nov el in the think ing of either 
section. Stated one way or another they are 
facing the same dilem m a that is confronting 
growers of basic crops ev erywhere—a question 
of remaining in the farm program and going 
further behind or turning to a radical and 
questionable alternativ e of trying 
to 
surv iv e 
w.thout a farm program . Nebrask a, Iowa and 
other Middlewest farm ers are not exceptions. 
They will be weighing the sam e question when 
they m ark their referendum ballots. 
It adds up to an unim aginativ e, unrealistic, un­ 
productiv e farm program which is rapidly be­ 
coming no program under the m inistrations of 
Secretary Benson.

Raining Dollars 


All Nebrask ans will rem em ber May as a 
month of fine moisture—the k ind that sent crops 
off to a booming start and made gardens and 
yards into bowers of beauty. But it was money 
in the bank and m easurable money, too, for the 
state's power and irrigation system, 


Gerald Gentleman of the Platte Valley Power 
and Irrigation District has called attention to 
water storage gains that m eant $30,(KK) to $40,0t)0 
a day for the Nebrask a Public Power System, 
and to the power and irrigation agencies of 
central Nebrask a and the Platte Valley. 
He 
figured it this way; 


Power and irrigation reserv oirs grew at the 
rate of 8,000 acre feet of w ater daily. Later this 
sum m er that water will be sold to irrigators at 
the rate of $2.75 an acre—a sale amounting to 
$22,000 a day. Moreov er, the w ater will spin the 
turbines in the hydro plants diligently enough to 
turn out $9,000 worth of electric power a day. 


It would be interesting to go on from there. 
The irrigation water will assure m aximum pro­ 
duction in the thousands of fields it serv es and 
that will add a magnificent sum to the sta te ’s an­ 
nual income. The $9,000 worth of electric power 
will also be conv erted in some part to Ne­ 
brask a industrial production. 
Add to that tiie 
immen.-e amount of benefit that cam e with the 
rains in tbc> great areas not serv ed by irrigation 
districts and our wet May begins to tak e on im­ 
pressiv e economic pr. pcrticns. 
W ater, a $ Nebras.<a.is are well aware, is the 
state's most impressiv e 
resource, 
especially 
where it has been brought under management. 
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Trujillo Got Sugar 


Quota Pushed Up 


Black Ink, Blue Monday, And The Golden Age 


WASHINGTON — Here is more 
of the inside story of how Dicta­ 
tor Trujillo, som etim es called the 
Caesar of the Caribbean, got his 
quota for sugar imports into the 
U. S. A. increased at the expense 
of Louisiana, the Rock y Mountain 
states, Puerto Rico, Cuba, Mexico, 
and Peru. 
As already reported, Trujillo 
had enjoyed friendly relations with 
President Eisenhower’s borther-in-‘ 
law, Col. Gordon Moore, Secretary 
Dulles’ son-in-law, Robert Hinshaw, 
and 
Henry 
Holland, ex-assistant 
secretary of state for Latin Amer­ 
ica. 
But although the State D epart­ 
ment recommended an increased 
sugar quota, it’s up to Congress 
to authorize it. So the proposal 
was sent to the House Agriculture 
Committee for action. 


Normally, the com m ittee hesi­ 
tates to increase foreign sugar quo­ 
tas because it hurts American su­ 
gar beet and cane sugar growers. 
But shortly before the v ote, Tru­ 
jillo chartered a Pan 
American 
clipper to fly com m ittee member-s 
to the Dominican Republic for a 
royal v isit. 
There 
the 
congressmen 
were 
Trujillo’s guests at the ritzy hotel 
Jaragua on the seashore, toured 
the island in style, stopped at such 
places as Boca Chica, a fancy sea­ 
side resort, 
H ot e l Ham aca, an 
exclusiv e beachelub hotel located 
on a natural lagoon three miles 
long. They were wined and dined 
by ev eryone from Trujillo down, 
and whisk ed around the island in 
an 18-car carav an with police es­ 
cort.

Ike On Atomic Tests 


WASHINGTON - The unseem­ 
ly weather in the Midwest and 
Southwest is creating in those areas 
a groundswell of protest against 
further H-bomb testing. 
Angry ranchers and farm ers who 
are beset by tornadoes and floods 
are writing to their congressmen 
in v ery strong term s about the 
situation. They point oat their rel- • 
ativ e nearness to the tests in New 
Mexico. Some are already positiv e 
that their weather troubles arise 
from the tests; others only sug­ 
gest that Congress ought to satisfy 
itself on the question instead of 
accepting 
adm inistration 
reasur- 
ances at face v alue. 
This is the issue Adlai Stev en­ 
son raised with signally little suc­ 
cess in his campaign for the pres­ 
idency last year. President Eisen­ 
hower opposed 
Stev enson’s v iew 
tli'-n and at his press conference 
this week still seemed to be satis­ 
fied with the protesting argum ents 
made to him by the only person 
to 
whom 
he 
li' ens 
on 
atomic 
m aficrs: 
Chairman 
L e w i s 
Strauss 
of the 
.\tom ic 
Energy 
Commission. 
The present hearings by a con­ 
gressional atomic energy subcom­ 
mittee on the dangers of fallout 
from atomic tests are also begin­ 
ning to capture the imagination of 
the public. It is natural that many 
women should be writing the “ stop, 
look and listen” letters which are 
being 
receiv ed 
by 
m em bers 
of 
Congress. 
The 
president of the 
General 
Federation 
of Women’s 
Clubs has said publicly that per­ 
haps we should consider halting 


the tests. 
A Texas congressman of sane 
and good repute insists that his 
correspondents 
on 
this complex 
subject are not crack pots or the 
lunatic fringe. He describes them 
as sensible people in his district 
who do not readily become ex- 
ci‘sd. 
It may be that Improv ement in 
the weather and the prestige of 
the President will hav e a calming 
effect. But it seems certain that 
the m em bers of the atomic com- 
I ’ttee are mak ing a great deaf 
of character for themselv es 
by 
their attem pts to get at the truth. 
Their conclusions may pose the 
issue in some form that will put 
the adm inistration thoroughly 
on 
the defensiv e. 
The President ha.s often shown 
uncanny sk ill in catching the mood 
of the public. But for health rea­ 
sons he is leading a life which 
shields him from the pressures, 
the hopes and fears of the general 
run 
of 
people. 
In the difficult 
atomic field, too, it is hardly sur­ 
prising that he should want to rely 
on his expert. 


The trouble is that there are 
experts 
on 
the other side 
Wiio 
disagree with Strauss. Considerable 
intolerance is on v iew, too. The 
President has shown himself to be 
furious with 
AEC Commissioner 
Thomas .Murray, who has had the 
tem erity 
to 
dispute 
Strauss 
in 
public. Many mem bers of Congress 
are just as completely intolerant 
of Strauss.

NEW Y O RK-Bob Ripley’.s last 
“ Believ e It Or Not” TV show was 
screened on the Tuesday before 
Memorial Day. 1949. He died with­ 
in the week . It had featured the 
haunting origin of taps, the '■ad- 
dest, sweetest music ev er written. 
.Mler the battle of H arrison’.s 
Landing, Va., in 1862, a young and 
badly wounded Confederate soldier 
lay moaning through the night— 
squarely between the entrenched 
lines. 
Finally, Capt. Jam es ElUcombe, 
in command of Union forces along 
that line, could no longer bear 
the sobs of the wounded man. He 
crawled out at great personal dan­ 
ger and dragged the boy back to 
the federal lines. He began ad­ 
ministering to him, and ordered 
a lamp in order to see better. 
The feeble light fell on the boy’s 
face as he rested m the captain’s 
lap. It was his son. The war had^ 
caught the boy at a 
S ou f he r n * 
school, and he had enlisted with 
his friends. 
The boy died. In his pock et was 
found a short musical composition 
for the bugle. And thus it 
was 
here, at this burial of 
a Confed­ 
erate by the federáis, that taps 
was first formally heard. Its plain- 
tjv eness had found a proper role. 
On May 30, 19.57, Douglas Stor- 
er, president of “ Believ e It Or 
Not.” reproduced for the first tim e 
since 1947 this part of Rip's last 
broadcast, on NBC’s "Nightline,”
